Students’

Despite seyere budget cuts 
throughout the university and 
the resulting setbacks, the reac- 
tion to reductions in class avail- 
ability and fee increases has 
been mild, said the payment 
supervisor at Cal State Fuller- 
ton. 

- “I think this time students are 
used to it. We had the reaction 
last semester when it (the uni- 
versity) raised the fees. By now 
they’re fine, they don’t have any 
problem with it,” added Super- 
visor Doris Brissae. 

Most students don’t complain 
as much because they compare 
the fees CSUF has to those of 
the UC’s and private schools, she 
said. ; 

“I didn’t get any.of the classes 
I want. I’m only taking GE, so 
I’m not worried about it,” said 
Simon Atik, a sophomore in biol- 
ogy. “I’m used to it, so it doesn’t 
really matter that much.” — 

“Don’t you think our students 
really don’t care?” said Registra- 
tion Supervisor  Mitsuko 
Kawakami, commenting that 
students at CSUF are not as 
vocal as those at.San Diego 
State and Cal State Long Beach. 

“T have to have nine units to 
get the money I need for finan- 
cial aid,” said Karl Suazo, a 
sophomore in mechahical - en- 
gineering, referring to his diffi- 
culty in adding classes, “It’s a 
catch-22. You need this amount 
of units, (but you can’t get them). 
It makes it difficult.” ‘ 

Others, however, seemed 
apathetic or only complained 
quietly about not being able to 
enroll in desired courses. 

A large number of classes 
listed for. some general educa- 
tion requirements in the catalog 
are not listed in the class 


schedule as even being offered 
this semester, said Gail Gul- : 
lickson, a junior in business ad---—

Michael Bui used to play the 
California Lottery, occasionally 
laying down a few dollars for a 
chance to win millions. 

But the computer science 
senior stopped playing the game 
more than a year ago because of 
“no luck and no money.” 

“You spend and spend and 
don’t get anything back,” he 
said... 

Political science senior Peter 
Moreno thinks he may - have 
played the lottery once. 

“Tt’s a suckers’ game,” he said. 
“The odds are against you.” 

Indeed the odds of winning 
the lottery are about 23 million 
to one, as compared to one in 
1,000 for being involved in a car 
accident and one ina million for 
béing in an airplane crash, ac- 
cording to Zvi Drezner, chair- 
man of Management Science. 

The disinterest created by the 
astronomical odds of winning 
the game, combined with the re- 
cession, has caused a dramatic 
decline in lottery revenues-- and 
_education is the big loser. 

Lottery sales for 1990-91 fell 


$345 million from the previous 


year's earnings. This decline in 
revenue has resulted in a sharp 
drop in lottery money distri- 
buted to education. For 1991, 
California State University re- 
ceived $9.3 million less than it 
did the previous year and the 
University of California dropped 
by $6.2 million. 

‘The decline is directly re- 
lated to the recession,” said 
John Schade, public affairs offi- 
cer for the California Lottery. 
“People have a shortage of dis- 
cretionary funds and put lot- 
teries and other things such as 
trips on hold.” 

At Cal State Fullerton, the 
nearly $300,000 drop in lottery 
funds has affected new equip-

Lottery funds pay for the re- 
placement of old laboratory 
microscopes, flasks and tubes 
and for computers and printers 
used i in writing courses. : 

- However, because of the shor- 
tage of funds, the university will 
have to hold off on many new 
purchases. 

“We won't be able to maintain 
decent equipment, cutting-edge 
equipment and an updated li- 
brary collection for students,” 
said John Bedell, assistant vice 
president of Academic Affairs. 

Already reeling from $16 mil- 
lion in budget cuts, President 
Milton Gordon is considering al- 
locating lottery money to areas 
usually covered by state funds. 
Gordon is holding $1 million in 
lottery money, which will not be 
spent until a final determina- 
tion on the effects of state budget 
cuts is made, said Bob Fecarotta, 


“associate director of Analytical 


Studies. 

State laws, however, dictate 
that lottery funds be used for 
educational purposes and pro- 
hibit the transferring of the 
money without approval from 
the Chancellor's Office, 
Fecarotta said. 

The law also states that the 
funds are to be used as a supple- 
ment to the state budget and not 
as a replacement. However, in 
recent years this has not been 
the case.

lay off teachers, increase class size and 
seale back special programs. 

Santa Ana Unified School District, 


the largest in “thes county with 47,900 
students in 40 schools, has experienced 
double the normal growth for the past 
six years. 

However, faced with a $13.2 million 
budget deficit, the board eliminated 80 
teacher positions by adding two stu- 
dents to each class, laid off 50 teacher 
aides and other support personnel, and 
severely reduced its bilingual instruc- 
tion program and new equipment pur- 
chases, said Robert Giritz, controller for 
the district. 

“Virtually everything was ; affected,” 
Giritz said. “We cut 37 different areas 
of education. Everyone suffered.” 

The increase means elementary 
school classrooms will have 32. stu- 


dents, intermediate schools 33 andhigh - 


schools 34. By raising the numbers to. 
the maximum allowed under union ¢on- 

tracts, the district saved an estimated 
$2.2 million in teacher salaries.

Orange County schools face overcrowding, layoffs for 1991-92 


Santa Ana district’s bilingual prog- 
ram, which serves “well over one-half” 
of the schools’ students. was drastically 
cut. Teachers will no longer have assis- 
tants to work with students who need 
to be taught in their native languages. 

With a $1.6 million deficit, Brea 
Olinda Unified Schoo! District was not 
hit as hard as other Orange County 
schools, said Edward Seal, superinten- 
dent of schools. 

But even careful planning could not 
prevent the district from laying off 35 
full-time employees, five of them 
teachers, and increasing junior high 
and high school classroom size by three 
students and elementary class size by 
one student. 

The school district’s 5,000 students 
will be placed in junior high classrooms 
with 34 other children and with 35 in 
high school.

Although the trend to consolidate 
classes has saved millions for struggl- 
ing school districts, mar are con- 
cerned about the effects of larger class- 
rooms on students and teachers. 

“It gives more work to the teacher,” 
Seal said. “It’s a morale thing and af- 
fects staff in negative ways.” 

With increases in class size, “stu- 
dents get less attention all the way from 
elementary to high school, and teach- 
ing becomes less personalized,” said 
Walter Beckman, chair of Educational ” 
Administration at Cal State Fullerton. 

California has one of the highest stu- 
dent-teacher ratios in the country and 
without innovative teaching practices, 
the students cannot help but be nega- 
tively affected. he said.

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Soweto boycott basis 
for emotional musical.

South Africa has a musical 
style all its own — a jazzy re- 
ggae with distinct African 
rhythms — and when beauti- 

_ ful, powerful voices singing 
about political oppression are 
added to it, the result can only 
be “Sarafina!” 

Nominated for five Tony 
awards, “Sarafina!” is an in- 
tensely emotional musical by 
Mbogeni Ngema about South 
Africa’s 1976 Soweto uprising, 
which is making its final United- 
States appearance in Los 
Angeles. 

The foundation of the story is 

_ based on June 16, 1976, the day 
young students in the black 
township of Soweto boycotted 
schools to protest the govern- 
ment’s imposition of Afrikaans 
language as the medium of in- 
struction. The peaceful boycott 
triggered violence by the govern- 


- ment’ that left hundreds of 


school children dead by the end 


In the musical, students of 
Soweto’s Morris Isaacson High 
School, where the uprising 
began, experience firsthand the 
horrors of police violence as a 
guard armed with a machine 
gun shoots and kills a group of 
students. A desperate sadness 
replaces the high-spirited celeb- 
ratory mood of the performers, 
as they mourn the deaths of 
their fellow classmates. 

Even in the face of such adver- 
sity, the school children fight 
back by putting on a musical 
about one of their dreams, the 
release of Nelson Mandela. 

A girl named Sarafina (Leleti 
Khumalo) is chosen by her class- 
mates to portray Mandela. A 
confident and respected- leader 
by her class, she represents the 
resilience and strength of the 
township people of South Africa. 
She has come back “stronger 


‘than ever” from a detention 
‘period, inspiring her down- 


hearted classmates in their fight 
for justice. 

“Sarafina!” focuses on the 
South Africans’ ability to re- 
main remarkably positive and 
hopeful through difficult times. 
Coming of age among these sur-

township children. Although 
many of the songs are sung in 
their native Zulu language, 
their rage and passion are heard 
in their voices as they sing, 

The musical’s cast will return 

-to South Africa to continue its 
tour. On the BET cable channel 
show “Live From L.A.,” many 
cast members said they are con- 
sidered heroes, not stars, in 
their native country. 

The performers said they con- 
sider being in “Sarafina!” a way 
for them to fight, to get the mes- 
sage out about the struggle of 
their country. 

Since 1987, when “Sarafina!” 
began, many reforms have taken, 
place in South Africa, as well as 
the release of Mandela from 
prison. But the performers said, 
the message of “Sarafina!” is 
still relevant. “We're not free 
yet,” said Thandekile Nhlanhla. 

Cast member Nhlanhla 
Ngema, who plays Stimela 
Sasezola, said the show is impor- 
tant because it carries the truth 
about life in South Africa.

Just six weeks before army 
tanks rolled into Red Square, 
President _ Milton Gordon 
traveled to the Soviet Union to 
survey Cal State Fullerton’s on- 
going exchange program with 
the Moscow Institute for Steel 
and Alloys. ~ . 

The president also met with 


events, plans for three CSUF 
students to spend the fall semes- 
ter studying Russian at the in- 
stitute were stponed. On 
Thursday, h , the students 
were notified that conditions in 
Moscow were safe, and plans 
were resumed. 

The decision to send students 
to Moscow was made after con- 
sulting with the State Depart- 
ment, the CSUF Chancellor’s 
Office and the American Coun- 
cil for Teachers of Russian. All 
three agreed that conditions in 
the Soviet Union are acceptable 
and recommended the students 
proceed with their plans, accord- 
ing to William Haddad, vice 
president of graduate and inter- 
national programs. 

Two of the students, Tye Tros- 
tad and Edith Mezquita, will 


‘leave for Moscow this month.

graduate, is still "having second 


thoughts about studying in Mos- . 


cow in light of recent’ develop- 
ments. 

She said because of the repub- 
lics’ calls for independence,

If chaos 
breaks out, she said; foreigners 
could be stranded -inside the 
country. ’ 
“T don’t want to be stuck there 
with no indication of when I 
could get out.” ; 
However,. Hickman also said 
that if she goes, this will be an 
exciting time to be in the Soviet 
Union because of the monumen- 
tal changes the country. is ex- 
periencing. ; 


-Gordon said the purpose of his 
summer visit was to survey the 
educational environment .and 
living conditions for CSUF stu- 
dents planning to study at the 
institute.

Gordon said living in the 
Soviet Union and adapting to.a 
new culture would be a chal- 
lenge for the students, but they 
will need to be flexible about the 
current food situation.

‘ Budget cuts this semester will 
result in'changes in library ser- 
vices, affecting both students 
and library staff. 

“We aré trying to do the best 
we possibly can so that students 
particularly will not feel the 
hardship,” said Linda Herman, 
information desk librarian. 

Cuts in the library's purchas- 
ing budget and reductions in 
staff are having the greatest ef- 
fect on the library. Purchases of 
the updated reference material 
will be minimal this year, ac- 
cording to Referénce .Coor- 
dinator Mona Kratzert. 

“The biggest problem that 


we're having is that we just don’t 
have enough help. Our greatest 
problem is just covering the (re- 
ference) desk,” she said. 

Fewer up-to-date materials 
also affect students. “They get 
‘very upset,” Kratzert added. 

“It’s very stressful for us. 
Their professors are bugging 
them to get the latest informa- 
tion, and they’re bugging us to 
provide it for them. We all do 

what we can.” 

Library hours will be trimmed 
as well: Monday through Thurs- 
day, 8 a.m. to 10 p.m.; Friday, 8 
a.m. to 1 p.m.; Saturday, 10 a.m.

Beginning with the 1991-92 school year, 
Japanese will become Cal State Fullerton’s 
newest bachelor of arts degree program. 

Although it is the university's newest major, 
it is also perhaps the smallest. 


Nobuko Sugamoto, professor of Japanese lan- 
guage and literature, said only two students 


- have declared the new major. But Sugamoto is 


optimistic: “All four (advanced Japanese} 
classes are full this semester, with 25 students 
in each.” Last semester classes averaged about 
10 students per class. 


With the installment of the new program, 
Sugamoto says that the greatest problem is of- 
fering enough 400 level courses with the cur- 
rent budget cuts. 


“We will try to survive, and budget unit 
ting, we will offer more 400 level courses Jike 
literature, linguistics, and. other special to- 


Professor Keiji Matsumoto,-who will coordi- 
nate the program, mentioned newspaper read- 
ing (a very difficult task in Japanese), the study 
of “The Tale of Genji”, the world’s earliest 
known novel and the works of Japan's greatest 


Like the T1-68, an advanced scien- 


writer of the 20th century, Yukio Mishima, as 
proposed special topics in the 400 level courses. 

Even with enough upper division classes av- 
ailable, students may be wondéring what they 
can do with a degree in Japanese. 

While the Japanese department has been 
affiliated with the International Business de- 
partment for some time, Sugamoto said that 
the Japanese major need not necessarily lead 
to a career in business. 

“This major has a lot of potential and career 
possibilities, not only in business,” she said. 
“To have a B.A.is only the beginning. Students 
can then go on to other specified areas; further 
into business, literature, linguistics, art, or his- 
tory.” Es 

It seems that graduate school is a necessity 
if a student majors in Japanese, at least accord- 
ing to -Don Distefano, an advanced student of 
Japanese. 

Distefano is majoring in International Busi- 
ness because he has a friend who majored in 
Japanese who is now working at a Kinokuniya 
bookstore. 

‘He also said that as an International Busi- 
ness major, “you won't learn enough Japanese, 
and you can't be fluent by just taking classes.” 

Distefano, who hopes to be fluent by gradua- 
tion, added with a tone of weariness “a 
thousand more kanji? In two semesters?”

Administration . have warned 
that the number could be used 
illegally if it falls into the wrong 
hands. _. 

“Our main concern about Cal 
State Fullerton using the social 
security number is the privacy 
of the number might be com- 
promised,” said Eddie Cooksey, 
the deputy regional affairs offi- 
cer at the Social Security Ad- 
ministration. 

When CSUF sends letters to 
students, it includes the social 
security number on the en- 
velope along with the student's 
name and address. The number 
is used as a reference ifthe letter 
is sent back to the school. 

Scott Rose, a public affairs 
specialist at the Social-Security 
Administration said that he was 
concerned with CSUF’s policy. 

“Having someone _ else’s 
number can affect almost every

"Many of the areas that can be 
affected encompass access to a 
person’s money, such as some- 
one’s credit rating, unemploy- 
ment benefits, filing for a loan 
or taxes, and mortgage claims. 

If a person had access to some- 
one else’s number and was using 


it illegally, the number holder’ 


could be held responsible for any 
credit card bills or loan pay- 
ments made under his number, 
Cooksey said. 

Rose said the administration 
is also concerned with two 
people working under the same 
nitber. 

‘may you are out of work and 
you claim for unemployment. 
The agency could find that some- 
one else has filed under your 
name using your number,” Rose 
said. “If the agency finds you 
have no more money available 
to you, your claim will not be 
filed.” 

In extreme cases of tamper- 
ing, a new number could be is- 
sued. However, this is a rare case 
and a lengthy investigation is 
conducted, Rose said.

Asians are the least satisfied 
group of CSU students because 
they are’ held up as a super- 
achieving “model minority,” ac- 
cording to a report presented to 
the CSU board of trustees at 
their summer meeting July 17 
in Long Beach. 

“Many students complained 
about subtle forms of discrimi- 
nation from other students and 
faculty members,” said Bob 
Suzuki, head of the Asian Pacific 
American Education Advisory 
Committee, the task force that 
prepared the report. 

“They don’t feel the campus 
climate .is very welcoming,” 
Suzuki said. “We were surprised 
at fhe. intensity of the com- 
plaints.” . 

The task force noted that the 
biggest problems for Asian stu-

and excellent students. 

Recommendations to the trus- 
tees called for changes ranging 
from~expanding Asian studies 
programs to providing assist- 
ance to students who are not 
proficient in English. 

-“There’s been dissatisfaction 
with: the campuses,” said Silas 
Abrego, a Cal State Fullerton ad- 
ministrator and member of the 
task force. ‘‘We now have to do 
something about it.” 

Asians comprise 17 percent of 
the CSU's 369,000 students and 
18 percent of CSUF's student 
body. They represent the largest 
and fastest-growing minority in 
the CSU system. 

“I haven’t been uncomforta- 
ble,” said Joe Ahn, former CSUF 
Associated Students president, 


“but it could be better. There is: 


prejudice towards Asian-Amer- 
icans.’

“Faculty members: may be 
teaching more classes, because 
part-time professors were laid 
off, so they will not have as much 
time to give advisement to stu- 
dents,” ‘he said. 

Because the amount of infor- 
mation given at the department 
level will be cut back, the center 
may have more students to coun- 
sel, Belloli said. 

“Students will eventually get 
information, but they may have 
to wait longer,” he said. 

Students will.also now have 
to pay for services that were pre- 
viously free in order to offset the 
budget cutbacks. . . 

As of July 1, a change of 
major cost students $10, a gen- 
eral education petition (waiver 
of university regulation) was 
raised to $20 and the gradua- 
tion/diploma fee was increased 
‘from $25 to $40, said James 
Blackburn, director of Admis- 
sions and Records. 

“We tried to identify optional 
fees and raised those as. opposed 
to slowing down all services for 
everybody,” Blackburn - said. 


“This causes a smaller number 
of students to pay fees rather 
than providing everybody with 
a less 


desirable situation.”

To say the Big West Confer- 
ence is strong in volleyball 


would be an understatement. To . 


say the Big West is the toughest 
conference in the nation would 
is arguable.. 

The Big West produced the 
runner-up of the 1990 NCAA 
Final Four, Pacific, and cur- 
rently has five teams ranked in 
_the Top 20 in a preseason poll of 
Division I coaches. That’s the 
most of any conference in the 
country. 

“The competition is awe- 
some,” said Jim Huffman, the 
- third-year volleyball coach for 


~~“perennial last’ place” finishers ~ 


Cal State Fullerton. “I wouldn't 
want to play anywhere else. 
When you win in this confer- 
ence, you accomplish more than 
somebody in another confer- 
ence.” 


In the nine years prior to 
Huffman’s arrival, the Titans av- 
eraged only one victory a year 
in conference play. Last season 
the team set a record by register- 
ing three conference victories, 
and won two consecutive confer- 
ence games for the first time in 
school history. 

CSUF finished the season 8- 
30 overall and 3-15 in confer- 
ence, tied for eighth place. 

“We are already better in pre- 
season this year than we were 
at any point last season,” 


- Huffman said. “The players we
